ARTICLE  1 . 

Section  1.     General  Provisions:     The  following  provisions  shall 
constitute  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  and 
the  acceptance  and  approval  of  these  by-laws  shall  specifically 
repeal  any  and  all   by-laws  in  force  prior  to  said  acceptance  and 
approval . 

Section  2.     Effect  of  Repeal  :     The  repeal  of  a  by-law  shall  not 
thereby  have  the  effect  of  reviving  a  by-law  pre- 
viously repealed. 

Section  3.     Manner  of  Amendment  and  Repeal :     By  a  two-thirds 

vote  any  or  all  of  these  by-laws  may  be  repealed  or 
amended  or  other  by-laws  may  be  adopted  at  any  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
an  article  or  articles  for  that  purpose  having  been  inserted  in 
the  warrant  for  that  meeting. 

Section  4.     Penal ty :     Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
these  by-laws,  whereby  any  act  or  thing  is  enjoined 
or  prohibited  shall,  unless  other  provision  is  expressly  made,  for- 
feit and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each 
offence . 

ARTICLE  2. 

Section  1.     Town  Meetings:     The  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be 

held  on  the  second  Saturday  of  March  of  each  year, 
at  the  hour  designated  by  the  Selectmen. 

Section  2.     Election  of  Officers:     The  election  of  officers 

designated  on  the  Official  Ballot  shall  take  place 
on  the  third  Saturday  of  March  in  each  year,  also  voting  on  such 
questions  or  matters  as  may  hereafter  properly  be  submitted  to 
vote  in  the  official  ballots,  the  hour  of  opening  the  polls  to 
be  designated  by  the  Selectmen. 

Section  3.     Special  Town  Meetings:     A  Special  Town  Meeting  may 
be  called  by  the  Selectmen  when  occasion  warrants, 
the  date  and  hour  of  the  meeting  to  be  designated  by  them,  provided 
that  such  date  shall  be  on  a  Saturday,  and  in  addition  to  posting 
copies  of  the  warrant  for  said  special  town  meeting  as  provided 
in  Section  4  of  this  Article,  a  copy  of  the  warrant  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  one  Plymouth  County  newspaper  at  least  seven  days  before 
the  time  of  holding  said  special  town  meeting. 

Section  4.     Warrants :     All  warrants  for  Town  Meetings  shall  be 
served  by  posting  an  attested  copy  thereof,  in  not 
less  than  five  public  places  in  the  Town,  seven  days,  at  least, 
before  the  time  of  holding  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  seven  days, 
at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  any  special  Town  Meeting. 
The  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  closed  on  the 
sixtieth  day  previous  to  the  day  of  the  Meeting. 
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ARTICLE  2  (Continued) 
Procedure 

Section  5.     Quorum :     The  number  of  voters  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum  at  any  Town  Meeting  shall  be  five  percent 
(5%)  of  the  registered  voters  of  record  on  the  January  first  pre- 
ceding said  meeting. 

Section  6.     The  Moderator  for  all  town  meetings  shall   be  a 

qualified  voter  of  the  Town  who  holds  no  other  Town 
Office,  and  shall   be  elected  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  a  term 
of  one  year. 

Section  7.     All  articles  in  the  Warrant  shall  be  acted  on  in  the 
order  of  their  arrangement,  unless  the  Meeting,  by 
vote,  determines  otherwise. 

Section  8.     When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
entertained,  except  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  to  lay 
on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit,  or  refer 
to  recommit,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several 
motions  shall  have  the  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
herein  mentioned. 

Section  9.     All  votes  for  reconsideration  shall  require  the 

same  quantitive  vote  as  the  motion  to  which  it  applies. 

Section  10.     All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  when  requested 
by  the  Moderator. 

Section  11.     Upon  taking  the  question,  if  the  decision  of  the 

Moderator  is  questioned,  the  Moderator  shall  request 
all  persons  to  be  seated  and  those  voting  in  the  affirmative  or 
negative  respectively,  shall  rise  and  stand  until  they  shall  have 
been  counted  by  the  tellers. 

Section  12.     The  Moderator's  decision  shall  not  be  questioned  on 
matters  of  decorum  or  disorder  in  the  meeting.  On 
other  matters  it  can  only  be  over-ruled  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  persons  voting,  on  a  direct  appeal  to  the  meeting. 

Section  13.     All  members  of  a  committee  chosen  by  the  Meeting, 
shall  be  informed  of  their  appointment  by  the  Town 
Clerk  in  writing,  stating  the  duties  which  such  committee  was 
appointed  to  perform.     If  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Meeting,  he  shall   inform  each  member  in  writing 
of  his  appointment,  and  after  the  list  of  members  who  have  accepted 
the  service  is  complete,  he  shall  send  the  names  of  the  same  to  the 
Town  Clerk  for  record.     When  the  Meeting  names  the  committee  it 
shall  make  provision  for  filling  vacancies  on  such  committee. 

Section  14.     The  first  named  on  the  committee  shall  be  its 

temporary  chairman,  who  shall  see  that  its  members 
meet  and  organize  by  the  choice  of  a  permanent  chairman  and 
secretary.     A  record  of  the  meetings  shall  be  kept  by  the  secre- 
tary, and  the  record  shall  be  subject  to  inspection. 
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ARTICLE  2  (Continued) 

Section  15.     A  committee  shall  be  considered  discharged  when  its 
work  is  completed;  and  a  Town  Meeting  may  discharge 
any  of  its  committees  for  causes  satisfactory  to  the  Meeting. 

Section  16.     The  duties  of  the  Moderator,  not  prescribed  by  the 
Statutes  or  by  the  foregoing  by-laws,  shall  be 
determined  by  the  general  rules  of  parliamentary  law  as  set  forth 
in  Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Section  17.     No  person  shall  hold  at  one  time  the  offices  of 
Selectman  and  Assessor  in  the  Town  of  Duxbury. 
Said  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  to  take  effect  with  the  Town  Election 
of  1970  and  as  to  the  then  incumbents  holding  both  offices  as  their 
respective  terms  expire. 

ARTICLE  3.  SELECTMEN 

Section  1.     The  Selectmen  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision 
over  all  matters  affecting  the  interests  or  welfare 

of  the  Town. 

Section  2.     The  Selectmen  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the 
Town  Offices  at  least  once  each  week. 

Section  3.     Beginning  with  the  year  1973,  and  every  five  years 
thereafter,  the  Selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  printed 
in  that  year,  a  complete  list  of  both  real  and  personal  property, 
other  than  motor  vehicles,  taxed  during  the  year,  together  with 
its  valuation  as  determined  by  the  Assessors. 

Section  4.    The  Selectmen  may  institute,  prosecute,  defend, 
compromise  and  settle  claims,  actions,  suits,  or 
other  proceedings  broughtby,  in  behalf  of,  or  against  the  Town, 
provided,  however,  that  they  shall  act  on  advice  of  counsel  when 
the  amount  to  be  paid  exceeds  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  and  they 
may  employ  counsel   in  suits  by  or  against  the  Town,  and  also 
whenever  they  deem  it  advisable. 

Section  5.     The  Selectmen  may  appear  (either  personally  or  by 
counsel)  before  any  committee  of  the  Legislature, 
or  board,  or  commission,  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Town, 
but  are  not  authorized  by  this  by-law  to  commit  the  Town  to  any 
course  of  action. 

Section  6.     All  Officers  and  committees  of  the  Town  shall  file 

their  annual  reports  with  the  Selectmen  on  or  before 
January  15th  of  the  following  year. 

Section  7.     Whenever  any  land  held  by  the  Town  is  to  be  sold, 
the  department  making  the  sale,  shall  send  by 
registered  mail  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale  to 
each  abutter  as  shown  by  the  Assessors'  records,  seven  days  at 
least  before  such  sale. 
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ARTICLE  3  (Continued) 

Section  8.     The  Selectmen  shall  assign  to  each  and  every 

existing  dwelling  place  and  each  and  every  place 
of  business  and  to  each  new  dwelling  place  and  to  each  new  place 
of  business,  provided  that  such  dwelling  place  or  place  of 
business  has  a  separate  exterior  entrance,  on  or  near  a  public 
or  private  way,  a  street  number  in  the  following  manner: 

Even  numbers  shall  be  assigned  to  the  north  and  west 
sides  of  streets.     Odd  numbers  shall  be  assigned  to 
south  and  east  sides  of  streets.     On  each  side  of  each 
street,  the  numbers  shall  be  assigned  consecutively, 
with  one  number  for  each  thirty  running  feet. 

This  by-law  shall  not  require  action  by  the  Selectmen  until  such 
time  as  the  town  has  appropriated  a  sum  of  money  to  carry  out 
its  terms. 

Section  9.     The  Selectmen  shall  call  quarterly  meetings  on  a 
date  specified  by  them,  at  which  elected  and 
appointed  officials  of  the  Town  and  all  Boards  or  Committees 
elected  or  appointed  for  the  discharge  of,  or  the  study  of,  town 
functions  shall  discuss  current  or  future  problems  or  plans  of 
the  Town,  and  shall  entertain  suggestions  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  Town.     The  presiding  officer  at  these  meetings  shall  be 
the  Moderator,  except  that  in  his  absence  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  preside. 

Section  10.     The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  one  or  more  constables 
beginning  with  the  1971  Annual  Election. 

Section  11.     The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Tree  Warden. 

ARTICLE  4.     TOWN  CLERK 

Section  1.     The  Town  Clerk  shall  furnish  all  boards,  committees, 
and  officers,  with  a  copy  of  all  votes  affecting 

them . 

Section  2.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  see  that  every  conveyance  to 
the  Town,  or  by  the  Town,  of  any  interest  in  land 
is  properly  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  shall  keep  a 
true  copy  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  alone,  of  all 
deeds  and  conveyances  executed  by  the  Selectmen,  and  shall  keep 
on  file  all  deeds  delivered  to  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  5.  FINANCIAL 

Section  1.     The  Selectmen  may,  without  further  authorization 
from  the  Town,  sell  at    public  auction  property 
taken  by  the  Town  under  tax  title  procedure,  other  than  property 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  Section  79,  Chapter  60,  of  the 
General  Laws,  after  first  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
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of  such  sale  by  posting  notice  thereof  in  some  convenient  and 
public  place  in  the  Town  fourteen  days  at  least  before  such  sale, 
and  provided  further  that  the  Selectmen,  or  whomsoever  they  may 
authorize  to  hold  such  public  auction,  may  reject  any  bid  which 
they  may  deem  inadequate. 

Section  2.     A  Committee  to  be  known  as  the  Capital  Budget 

Committee  shall   be  established,  composed  of  one 
member  appointed  by  the  Town  Finance  Committee  from  its  former 
membership,  one  member  of  the  Planning  Board  appointed  by  and 
from  it,  and  four  additional  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator.     The  members  appointed  by  the  Finance  Committee  and 
from  the  Planning  Board  shall  be  appointed  for  one-year  terms. 
The  other  members  should  be  appointed  for  four-year  terms  such 
that  one  will  expire  each  year.     Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for 
the  unexpired  terms  and  in  the  manner  of  the  original  appoint- 
ments.    The  Committee  shall  annually  prepare  a  Capital  Budget 
Program  for  use  by  the  Finance  Committee,  the  voters,  other  town 
boards  and  officials  in  their  deliberations.     The  Committee  shall 
publish  such  report  or  a  summary  thereof  in  a  suitable  manner 
and  deposit  the  original  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

ARTICLE  6.     FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1.     A  finance  committee  of  nine  qualified  voters  of  the 
Town,  who  shall  hold  no  other  town  office,  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator,  three  members  for  three  years,  three 
members  for  two  years,  and  three  members  for  one  year,  and 
thereafter  three  members  for  a  term  of  three  years.     The  Committee 
shall  consider  all  municipal  questions  of  finance,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Town  in  accordance 
with  Article  16,  Chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.     The  appointments  under  the  preceding  section  shall 
be  made  during  April  of  each  year  to  be  effective 
upon  the  first  day  of  May  following. 

Section  3.     Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  committee, 
by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  said  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Moderator.     A  successor  shall  fill  out  the  unex- 
pired term  of  the  member  whose  office  has  been  vacated. 

Section  4.     The  Selectmen,  before  publishing  a  warrant  for  a 

Town  Meeting,  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  such  committee  shall  hear 
all  citizens  known  to  it  to  be  interested  in  any  article  of  the 
warrant,  and  shall  confer  or  consult  with  such  departments, 
officers,  committees  or  employees  as  may  have  information  con- 
cerning the  subject  matter  of  the  articles  in  the  warrant,  follow- 
ing which,  the  Committee  shall  return  the  warrant  to  the  Selectmen 
together  with  their  recommendations  thereto  which  shall  be  included 
with  a  copy  of  the  warrant  when  published  for  distribution. 
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ARTICLE  7.     TOWN  COUNSEL 

Section  1.     No  town  department  or  official  shall  request  the 
services  of  Town  Counsel,  as  such,  without  first 
obtaining  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE  8.     TOWN  LANDINGS 

Section  1.     No  portion  of  any  town  landing  shall  be  leased  to 
any  private  party  and  no  building  shall  be  erected 
or  maintained  on  any  town  landing  except  it  be  by  the  Town  and 
for  public  use. 

ARTICLE  9.     TRAFFIC  RULES  AND  ORDERS 

Under  the  authority  of  Chapter  40,  Section  22,  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  adopt 
and  from  time  to  time  amend,  with  the  approval  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Works,  traffic  regulations  for  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  10.     PROTECTIVE  BY-LAW  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DUXBURY 

Section  1.     By-Law  as  published  under  separate  cover  in  1944 

and  approved  April  26,  1944,  by  Robert  T.  Bushnell, 
Attorney  General   (and  as  amended  to  date),  is  made  a  part  of 
these  By-Laws. 

Section  2.     The  Board  of  Appeals  appointed  and  acting  under  the 
(Zoning)  Protective  By-Law  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Appeals  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  with  the  powers 
and  duties  granted  by  General  Laws  (Ter.Ed.)  Chapter  41,  Section 
81Z. 

ARTICLE  11 .     FLOWER  FUNDS  (CEMETERY) 

The  Trustees  of  the  Cemetery  Department  are  authorized  to 
accept  sums  of  money  to  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Town  as  Flower 
Funds,  and  interest  therefrom  to  be  used  for  flowers  for  Memorial 
Day,  and/or  such  other  days  as  may  be  noted  in  the  request,  to 
be  placed  on  the  lot  designated,  and  any  surplus  interest  to  be 
used  for  the  care  of  the  lot. 
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ARTICLE  12.  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.     There  shall  be  a  Permanent  School  Building 

Commi  ttee  of  five  members,  four  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  for  a  term  of  four  years,  plus  a  member  designee 
of  the  School  Committee.     The  Permanent  School  Building  Commit- 
tee shall,  among  its  duties,  assume  the  following  responsibilities: 
long-term  planning,  site  selection  and  acquisition,  determina- 
tion of  size  and  facilities  for  each  school  building,  decisions 
as  to  type  and  appearance  of  buildings,  selection  of  architects, 
funding,  and  modifications  and  additions  to  existing  school 
bui 1 di  ngs  . 

Whenever  a  school  building  is  to  be  constructed  or  modified 
under  any  vote  of  the  Town,  the  members  of  the  Permanent  School 
Building  Committee  ex  officio  and  not  more  than  three  other 
citizens  appointed  by  the  Moderator  shall  constitute  a  special 
builiding  committee  for  the  purpose  of  making  contracts  and  super- 
vising the  construction.     In  making  the  original  appointments  to 
the  Permanent  School  Building  Committee,  the  Moderator  shall  make 
appointments  for  appropriate  terms  so  that  only  one  member's  term 
shall  expire  annually  thereafter. 

Section  2.     The  Town  shall  create  a  Duxbury  Environment  Planning 
Counci 1  consisting  of  the  i ndi vidua!  ,  the  chairman, 
or  the  member  designee  of  the  following:    Conservation  Commission, 
Recreation  Commission,  Historic  District  Commission,  Trustees  of 
Tarkiln,  Director  of  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  Waterfront  Advisory 
Committee,  Duxbury  Representative  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council,  Duxbury  Representative  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority,  Advisory  Board  Member,  and  any  other  members  deemed 
advisable  by  the  Selectmen.     In  the  event  any  of  the  fore-going 
officers,  boards  or  commissions  cease  to  exist,  their  membership 
in  this  council  shall  terminate.    This  council  shall  meet  not 
less  than  on  a  quarterly  basis. 

Section  3.     A  Committee  to  be  known  as  the  Duxbury  Drainage 

Commi  ttee  shall  be  established,  composed  of  five  (5) 
members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  initially  one  member  for  a 
three-year  term,  two  members  for  a  two-year  term  and  two  members 
for  one-year  term  and  thereafter  all  for  three-year  terms. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  any  unexpired  terms  by  the  Selectmen. 

For  the  protection  of  the  public  interest  the  Committee  shall 
have  responsibility  to  compile  and  maintain  a  master  drainage 
plan  for  the  Town,  to  assist  private  individuals  and  others  in 
solving  specific  drainage  problems.     To  make  recommendations  or 
requirements  for  any  proposed  drainage  in  the  Town.     To  draw  up 
any  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  it  deems  necessary  for  its 
purposes . 
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ARTICLE  13.        EARTH  REMOVAL 

The  removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from  any  premises 
in  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  who  shall  have  authority  to 
issue  a  permit  for  such  removal  as  hereinunder  provided: 

All  applications  for  permits  shall  be  accompanied  by 
exhibits  and  documentation  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  the  proper  issuance  of  a  permit,  which  shall 
include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  specific  infor- 
mation and  supporting  documentations: 

a.  The  location  of  the  proposed  excavation. 

b.  The  legal  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the  property 
i  nvol ved . 

c.  The  legal  name  and  address  of  the  petitioner. 

d.  Names  and  addresses  of  all  abutting  property  owners 
including  those  across  any  streets. 

e.  Plan  of  land  involved  prepared  by  a  registered  land 
surveyor  or  professional  engineer,  showing  all  man-made 
features,  property  lines,  vegetative  cover,  and  the  topo- 
graphy by  two-foot  contours  and  extending  ICQ  feet  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  property  where  the  proposed  excavation 
is  to  take  place. 

f.  A  plan  of  the  land  showing  two-foot  contours  of  the  site 
after  the  proposed  completion  of  the  excavation. 

g.  Estimated  quantity  and  type  of  material  to  be  removed  and 
top  soil  to  be  replaced  to  be  calculated  by  a  registered 
land  surveyor  or  professional  engineer. 

h.  Location  of  disposal  site  within  the  Town  of  Duxbury. 

i.  A  proposed  form  of  bond  to  be  used. 

The  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  state  all  the 
conditions  imposed,  including  but  not  limited  to: 

a.  The  finished  level  and  grading  (no  slope  to  exceed  a  grade 
of  two  feet  horizontal  distance  and  one  foot  vertical). 

b.  No  excavation  below  the  natural  grade  of  any  boundary  line 
shall  be  permitted  closer  than  fifty  feet  to  such  boundary. 
Boundaries  of  the  property  and  the  proposed  excavation  shall 
be  set  on  the  ground  in  accordance  with  Land  Court  Require- 
ments . 

c.  The  placing  of  topsoil  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  six 
inches,  seeding  and  planting  necessary  to  restore  the  area. 
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Article  13  (Continued) 

d.  The  applicant  agrees  by  acceptance  of  the  permit  to  allow 
the  Board  access  to  the  property  to  conduct  inspections 

to  determine  compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  permit. 

e.  The  duration  of  the  removal  operation  (renewable  annually 
with  a  hearing). 

f.  The  construction  of  necessary  fencing  and  other  protec- 
tions against  nuisances  may  be  required. 

g .  Method  of  remova 1 . 

h.  Temporary  structures. 

i.  Hours  of  operation. 

j.  Routes  of  transportation  of  material. 

k.  Control  of  temporary  and  permanent  drainage. 

1.  Disposition  of  boulders,  tree  stumps  and  other  waste 
ma ter i al . 

m.  Vegetation  to  remain  as  visual  barrier. 

n.  Posting  of  security  or  bond. 

When  such  removal  is  necessitated  by  reason  of  excavation  for 
a  properly  authorized  building  foundation  or  related  construc- 
tion work,  the  Selectmen  may  waive  any  exhibits  or  documentation 
required  in  a.  through  n.  above,  and  the  provisions  of  4.  and  5. 
of  this  By-Law. 

Any  permit  for  the  removal  of  soil,  laam,  sand  or  gravel 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  automatically  expire  upon 
the  termination  date  stated  therein.     Such  permit  shall  not  be 
issued  for  more  than  one  year's  duration  and  may  be  renewed 
thereafter  with  a  public  hearing  legally  advertised  14  days 
prior  to  the  hearing. 

No  permit  for  removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  shall 
be  issued  if  such  removal  will: 

1.  endanger  the  general  health  or  safety  or  constitute  a 
nui  sance . 

2.  result  in  detriment  to  the  normal  use  of  adjacent  property 
by  reason  of  noise,  dust  or  vibration. 

3.  involve  work  extending  within  300  feet  of  a  way  open  to 
public  use,  whether  public  or  private. 

4.  result  in  an  insufficient  vegetative  barrier  to  remain 

on  the  property  upon  completion  of  the  project  to  prevent 
view  of  this  project  from  a  way. 
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5.  result  in  the  above-named  materials  being  removed  from  the 
Town  of  Duxbury,  except  in  connection  with  the  maintenance 
of  boat  channels  and  the  construction  of  state  roads  within 
the  Town  of  Duxbury. 

PENALTY:     Penalties  shall  be  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40, 

Section  21,  Paragraph  17,  as  amended.     The  Board  of 
Selectmen  may  revoke  or  suspend  the  permit  at  any  time  if  this 
by-law  is  violated,  disobeyed,  or  not  complied  with. 

VALIDITY:     The  invalidity  of  any  section  of  provisions  of  this 

by-law  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  section  or 
provision  thereof. 


ARTICLE  14.  ANTI-LOITERING 

Section  1.     No  person  or  persons  shall  loiter  or  continue  to 
stand  on  any  sidewalk,  way  or  public  place  in  the 
Town,  so  as  to  obstruct  the  passage  or  to  impede  other  persons; 
and  any  such  person  or  persons  shall  at  once  after  being 
directed  by  a  police  officer  or  constable  to  move  on;  and  any 
such  person  or  persons  after  being  ordered  to  move  by  a  police 
officer  or  constable  and  failing  to  do  so  may  be  arrested 
without  a  warrant,  by  a  police  officer  or  constable. 

Section  2.    Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  By-Law  shall  be  punished  with  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 


ARTICLE  15.      PERSONNEL  BOARD  -  Salaries  and  Wages 

"By-Law  Governing  the  Classification  of  Personnel  and  the 
Administration  of  Standard  Rates  of  Salaries  and  Wages", 
published  separately  and  revised  annually,  was  made  a  part  of 
these  Town  By-Laws  (1955  Town  Meeting).
